THE SEWERS OF KEW YORE.

Experience of a Wanderer through the Sew-
ers of Neaw York—History of a Self-Made
Scavenger— Daring Esploits— Mysterious
Secenes— Re overy r‘if Valualle: I’r. -_]:rl"-':]—
Horrors Under the Streets, &e.

In the Nincteenth Ward, bordering on
the East River, can be scen a very neat
little twosstory frume-house covering als |
most an eotire square, sarvounded by a
beautiful garden, the occupant and owner
of which, though a German, is whai we
call one cf the self-made men of New
York, und renks among the wealthiest. —
Tlhough a man of little or no education,
it would make one’s Llood run ecold to
listen to his daring expleits, and the
meny adventures he has passed through
under the strects of our city. Bome fil-
teen years ago he landed in this country
a perfect stranger, and with but liule
money ; this he had the pleasing satisfiac-
tion, if such we may call it, of being rob- |
bed of oo his very first night in the city
at u German beardiog bouse on Green-
wich street. His vocation at bome was
that of a night-scavenger, and he was not
long in prucuring a sitvation in the same
business in this city. ¥or five years he
followed the same as an employee, which
enabled him to save considerable money.
During the time he had frequently found
meny valuables, and so persistently were
applications made to search for lost pro-
perty that bhe conceived the idea of work-
ing the eewers of our streets in its search.
He had also become gnite accustomed to
gewers, as ha had fnzquently been com-

pelled to clean them out, and was as
much &t bome in these parrow and filiby
pessuge-ways a8 upon the streets. The
leading contractors in the above business
fuund him 80 valuable and so daring an
explorer that they were continualiy call-
ing his services ioto requisition. There is |
bardly a sewer on the island in which lm||
has not Leen ; and be geemad tp take a
great interest in watching the building of |
ew sewers and draine.  He knows their |
size, length, every turn and crook, their

inlets aud outlets, and claims to have

many hsunts below thke groond, where, |
by the force of water, valuables that are

lust are sure to seitle ere they can be cai- i
ried out into the river. It will Le re-

membered it was but a few weeks ago

that = man was arrested in Hoboken |
with quite & number of valuable articles |
in & basket, end it was discovered that he |
had got them out of the sewers of New
York. Now, many presumed that this
was & pew business, the like never having |
been heard of before, yet this is not so,—
There are quile & number mostly Germans
who follow this same business ; but they
are very careful not to divulge the same,
as it is said they are making an independ-
ent fortune. It is & regulaily established
business in France and Germany, and in
many places they pay so much for the
proceeds of the sewers. It is said that
there bave been those who Lave tried to
accustom themselves to the business, but
who were unable in many instances to
endare the unbealthy oder and poisonous
gases.

A PROFITABLE TRIP.

The first trip ever taken by our inform-
er along the sewers of the city was on
Courtlandt street, in search of a pocket-
book that had been lost in the sink of one
of the promiuent hotels on that street, and
which contaived §1,350 in money, and
drafts and notes to the amount of £23,000.
The sink bad been searched, but all ef-
forts to recover the lost property were
fruitless ; it was evident that it had been
washed out into the main vewer, and the
owner offered the whole amount of money
in cash, $1,350, should it be recovered.
Hermann, for as such he was known
among his associates, concladed to work
the street sewer that night and see if it |
was possible to find the same.

Being unable
to turn in the sewer, he was forced to
back out ; and in a short time he was at
the opening, and in a few moments found
himself safe on terra firma. Returning
home, he dried the bills, notes, aud pa-
pers ; and the foliowing morning handed
over the book and contents to their owner,
whoe fairly jumped with joy at their re-
covery.
covered, he eould hardly believe it, The
21,850 was paid over to Hermann, res
ceivine, besides, an order for a pew suit
of clothes from the proprietor of the hotel.
A SECOND ADVENTURE.

The most extended jonrnev ever made
by Hermanno was through Vesey street
sewer to DBroadway, thence to Barclay,
and @wn DBDarclay to the outlet at the
river. On Vesey street he picked up nua-
merous spoons of every deseriplion, espe-
cially in the vicinity of the Astor House,
and the case of a gold watch. Ha also
found a broken bracelet, a dirk-knife, and
a pair of gold spectacles. Oa Broadway
he found a peat cross branded dirk, and
on Burclay street picked op over $40 in
money. Nome two years after the above
journey he made another tour over the
same route, and found a lady’s purse con-
taining S107 in gold, also #n old pocket
book with eighty-four cents in it.

RECOVERING A WEDDING RING.

In the Spring of 1864 he was called
upen to recover a heavy gold weddiog
ring that had been dropped down a sink
by a lady, and who seemed almost dis-
tracied over itz loss, Money was no ob-
ject if the ring could be recovered.
sink was cleansed, but no ring could be
found.
ed that night, and after a diligent eearch
of the passage~way laading from the dwell-
iog to the muin sewer the ring was found
after nearly two hours hard work. He
was made a presest of two hundred dol-
lars for his trouble, besides what was
awarded his associates.

OVER THRZE HUNDRED HODIES FOUND IN
THE SEWERS.

During the ten years that Hermann
followed the above life he states that, at
times, he {ound over three hundred still~
born infante in the vartous sewers of the
city. As a general thing, be would bring
them out at the opening at the river, aad
would receive a cerlain amount from the
Coroners for such bodies, while they
would be a benefit to the Coroner finan-
cially for helding an inguest on the same.

The press seldom took notice of such
trifling cases. In fact, it was very rare
that poblicity was given to any of them.
Chambers street, ho states, wasthe great-
est on record for finding still-born infants.
He never wisited it bat he was sare 1o
come across ene or iwo, and sometimes
as many as five orsix. The only reason
he accounts for there being so many on the
above sircet was that there was located
on that street one of the most noted abor~
tionists ever known in this country, and
in whose hoase hundreds and hundreds of
females have been operated on, and abor-
tions produced. The sink was, of course,
used to carry off and conceal that whick
would have once been a human being.—
The woman who then occupied the build-
iog now resides in one of the most costly
mansions on Fifth avenae, where she car
ries on the sams business, but only caters
for those of wealth, and who can pay her
the highest prices for her services. Any
pleasant afternoon she can be seen riding
out on Central Park in ber carriage, and
often accompanied by some delicale young
woman who has been a victim to her
hellish practice.

A TRIF ACROSS THE CITY.

He en-
tered one of the large sewers on the North
River side and came out at Maiden Lane
sewer ; at one place he came in contact
with Lot steam from a boiler. but it being
Sapday it did not amount to much, and he
passed it with little or no trouble. _Dur.
